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Carious Facis Abont Buicide.

Tthas been mainthined by some writors
Lhut snteide inoreases with the intellestaal
growth of n people, and s unknown to the
vavags and unsducated races—in fast, might
bo used to mensura the intelleotual capaovity
of n people. Among the aborigines of this
country, Awstralia, and Afrioa, suicide is
almost unkpnown, It iz also vary rats among
Mobammedans, Dy, Opponhelm, A distin-
guished German teaveller, and nuthor of a
work on Turkey, met with only throe onses of
suicide during his extensive travels through
the Ottomun Empirve; and two of these wero
Cliristians, the third a renegade Ohristian,
European conntries do, indeed, afford soma
color to the intelleotunl theory of saicide.
Spain, far behind all other Europsan conn.
tries in wmodern progress, shows very faw
onses of suictde; while among the Italinns
suicide, which, previons to the late ravolu.
tion, was a thing almost unknown, has now
become, comparatively speaking, quite fre-
quent. This does mot snrprise us, as it is
well known that suicide becomes common
after revolutions,

During the greal Revolntion in Franoce
(1780-1800), the nomber who committed
suicide was enormous, especially amoug the
nobility and better classes, When we recol-
lect the torture of the reign of terror, the
intense mental suffering cansed by the loss of
relatives and friends as well as fortune, it
becomes ensy to mocount for the frightfnl
inorease of suicide. This is agually true, but
not to the same extent, of all revolutions,

Btatisties show the Germang to be the most
suicidnl people in Earope; Franes somes next
on the list; England third, while the Irish are
the least suicidal people in Kurops, The late
Profeasor Giraves, of Dublin, many years ago
drew attention to the influence of sensons on
crime, the periodieal recurrence of certain
orimes with ocortuin seasons, as well as the
greater prevalence of the greatest of orimes —
suicide—during the saummer months, while
orimes against property prevailed during th
winter and spring. 'The iuvestigations of
Esquirol at the Saltpetricre, and those of
ether European mnquirers, show this statement
to be in the main correct, To aceconnt for
this, many theories huve been advanced, a
few of which we will mention and discuss in
the order in which they are now generally ac-
cepted. The physical condition of the air,
including the quantity of moisture and
drought, terrestrial magnetism, and the elec-
irical condition, tend to react on the mind,
render us less capable of resisting immoral
influences—which, perhaps, in our own
day derive additionnl support from the
theory mnow generally received  that
nervous force 1s an allotropie condition
of electricity—as ozone is of oxygen—and a
cause, a very frequent cause, of epidemies,
Should this theory prove to be correct it will
explain a great deal in times past, and afford
docters an excellent opportunity to rid them-
selves of the lefe noir of their profession,
Few, if any, now donbt the important part
terrestrial magnetism and the electrical con-
dition of the air play in the cause of disease
in plants as well as animals, The influence
of imitation has also had at all times a won-
derful influence in increasing or diminishing
the number of suicides, and very many cnri-
ous facts are adduced to prove the correct-
ness of this statement. It was noticed in
England, after the death of the Conservative
statesman, Lord Castlereagh, by suicide, that
very many persons destroyed themselves in
the same way. Andin Paris, at the Hotel
des Invalides, one of the pensioners commit-
ted suicide, and was followed by seven
others. The dark corridor was lighted, the
post from which the hanging took place re-
moved, when no more snlcide took place,
In this case, no donbt, imitation was the
principal cause.

Among vcities, London hns by far the
largest number of snicides in proportion to
its population; in the Westminster district—
and we now copy from English statistics—
the proportion was one in every six thousand
three hundred and seventy-nine of the popu-
lation. A cMpeful study of Enropean statis-
tics shows the curious fact that married men
are less linble to commit suicide than single,
while the reverse holds good of females, a
fact that might be used with some force
against those who advocate celibacy, In pro-
portion to the population, suicide is shown to
be more common in large cities than in
towns or country: but this can be readily ac-
counted for when we recollect that cities are
the hiding-places of those who commit erime;
and we know the massing together of large
numbers of people tends to demoral-
ize; also, that, of those who ocommit
suicide, many, coming from the country
with bright hopes, meet with disappoint-
ment, and end their lives in despair. The
statements of French and English writers go
to prove that the greatest number of suicides
take place in June, July, and August, while
November, December, and January have the
lowest numbers. A careful study of the
statistics published by the city of Boston
proves the correctness of this statement, The
statistics were first published in 1544, and
have been issued annually since, with the
exception of the years 1860-'61—in all, nine-
teen years—but, as there was no distinct
registration of males and females till 1854,
we have in reality only fourteon years to draw
our conclusions from. The register does not
furnish us information as to marriod or single,
an omission which prevents us from proving
the relative frequency of snicide in the two
conditions of life. The number of males
was a little less than two-thirds of the whole
number; females, a little over one-third.
The largest number of suicides occurred in
June, one-third mora than November; next
in order, May and July; the lawest number
in February. and next in order December and
January. This proves the correctness of
Graves' statement, and shows it to be some-

hing mote than coincidence. From March
the number increased, till it reached the
maximum in June, when the ratie began to
diminish,

The whole number of suicides for fourteen
years is: of males, one hundred and twenty-
nine; females, forty-seven; and for nineteen

ears, inclusive, maoles and females, two

undred and fourteen. The reports for
1860-'61 are wanting. The latter would be of
ecial intereat, as showing the influence
the war had on suieide; but, a8 the number
of men who became soldiers during the fiest
year of the war was comparatively small, we
can perhaps draw o truer inference from the
reports for the year 1862 and the snubsequent
yeara. 'There is a very perceptible diminu.
tion in the number of suicides for the years
1802, 1863, and 1864, compared with the
three years preceding the war, showing that
the war diminished rather than inoreased the
pumber, or it may be by diminishing the
sonrce from which the main supply came—
the males. The largest number of suicides
in any year was in 1858—the year following
the financial —when the propor-
tion was one every seven thousand
gix bundred and eighty-two of the gopu-
lation, and one to every one hundred and
¢ighty-five of the whole number of deaths;

Jhe luwest wumber was in 1865, aboul ouv

to ay eighteen thonsand six hondred and
eighty-fenr of the population, and one in
every five handred and twentytwo of the
whole number of deaths, These reports go
to prove the ineorractness of English writers,
ns it is shown that in 1858, when sulside was
most frequent, the proportion was one to
every seven thousand six hundred and sighty-
two of the population; while in London the
average proportion wag one i every six
thonsand three hundrel aud seventy-nine of
the population; and almost three times the
number for the year 1862, when it reached
the lowest number—one to every sighteen
thousand six hundred and thirty-fonr, It
shows that suicide is not more common in
Boston or New York than in most European
oities, and that it has not inoreased sinoo the
close of the late war, as wa might expect
when such largs numbers of men were lot
loose, whose habits and ways of living were
80 completely changad by active warfare.—
Applaton's Journal,
